Salinas labor fired a broadside 


at Hartnell College in Salinas last 
week for using students for con- 
struction,of permanent structures 
on the campus for classrooms and 
other purposes. 

Alfred J. Clark, secretary of the 
Central Labor Union at Salinas, 
said the students last year erected 
a dwelling as part of a_ school 
project and that the home later 
was offered for sale. It didn’t sell, 
he added. 

Plans are being made for using 
students in industrial arts classes 
for construction of more buildings 
at the college, Clark said, and -this 
is the basis of the protest. 

Resolutions are being drafted by 
a special council committee to he 
sent to state and local authorities, 
asking that student labor not be 
used for permanent structures or 
school rooms. The protests in part 
will call attention to state laws 
regarding safety and 
wages on public property construc- 
tion projects, it was reported.

New York Medics 


| New York (LPA)—“Ghost surg- 
|ery” has been condemned by the 
New York Medical Society, largest 
segment of the American Medical 
| Association, But instead of kicking 
|such doctors out, the society will 
punish them in the pocketbook. 

In “ghost surgery” the physician 
| hires the surgeon, who does not 
|€ven appear on the scene until the 
|patient is under. anesthetic. He 
leaves before the patient wakes up. 
The patient pays the doctor, who 
pays the surgeon. Since the fee 
must cover both, the doctor sees to 
it that the fee is all the traffic will 
bear. 

The medics have a group plan of 
insurance to protect them against 
losses in suits charging malprac- 
tice. So the society will punish 
those who take part in the “ghost 
surgery” racket by dropping them 
from the malpractice protection 
plan. “Ghost surgery,” said the so- 
ciety is increasing. 

“Ghost surgery,’ is an indirect 
form of fee-splitting. In the other 
kind, a doctor refers a patient to a 
surgeon, who collects the fee, then 
kicks back part of it to the doctor. 

The society’s House of Delegates 
also adopted a resolution asking 
all its 23,000 members for an ad- 
ditional $10 each for the medical 
education fund of* the AMA for 
1992.

Teamsters Win 
Welfare Pian in 
ice Cream Industry 


New York (LPA)—An agree- 
|ment between three AFL Team- 
sters’ locals and 32 ice cream firms 
has put in effect the first industry- 
wide welfare and pension program 
in the business, covering about 
3,000 employees and approximately 
10,000 dependents in New York 
and iWew versey. Jointly adminise 
tered, the program is financed ene 
tirely by the employers through 
contributions equal to 10c an hour, 

Disability benefits up to $40 a 
week will be provided, with $2,500 
[life insurance and a like amount 
for accidental death and dismeme 
|berment. Blue Cross hospitaliza- 
ition benefits for employees and 
their families include maternity 
coverage for wives. 

Through the. pension fund, in 
| which half the employers’ contri- 
| butions are accumulating, it is ex- 
pected that retired employees will 
|obtain between $125 and $170 per 
month including social security 
benefits. 

The welfare program continues 
| insurance benefits for workers un- 
employed or laid off. This is of 
great importance in the ice cream 
industry with its heavy seasonal 
employment between April and 
Octoher.
